3. On 02 June 2004, the Bxdjmrm objected to the specification for failing to include the 
following sections: 

(e) Background of the Invention: set forth in two parts: 

(1) Held of the Inyention 

(2) Description of the Related Art including information disclosed 
under 37 CFR 1,97 and 37 CFR 1.98. 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention; and 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the DrawingsO- 

4. On 02 September 2004, Applicant traversed the objection to the lack of section (g), and 
requested reconsideration of the objection to the lack of sections (e) and (f).

5. On 18 November 2004, the Examiner repeated to the objection to the lack of sections (c) and

of a utility application should (MUST) include the following sections in order " (emphasis 
in original), followed by a listing of sections (a)-(k) corresponding to items (l)-(ll) from 37 
CFR 1.77(b). The Examiner further Stated as follows: '*The specification is missing sections 
(e) and (f). The specification should (must) include the missing section. Each section above 
should be included in the specification of the application. In the instant application sections 
(e) and (f) are applicable. Therefore, these sections must be in the specification.
